Finding Ono's Way ot the Prairtes, 


To find the war for yourself to a 
new Panel across the prairie, or to 
drive anyWhere after dork, is a feat 
only attempted by the unwarr. “Love 
will Hud out a way'' throwh bolts and 
bars and parental interdiction; bat 
Love itself would be billed on tha 
prairie, where the wWhoe  wiiverse 
stretches its endless invitation, and 
where there is absoititely “nothing to 
binder” from goimr in any direction 
that you pieasu. Foler a kind of a 
blind tril, one mile east and two mile 
souti,’’ ds tue kind of direction usually 
given in the vernaeniar; and so closely 
does one cultivate tho powers of ob- 
servation in s country where a bush 
may be a feature of tue Inndscave, and 
& tall sunflower a tandmark, that I 
am tempted toeopy verbatun the writ- 
ten directions sent by a friend by 
Which we were to indour way to her 
hospitable hone; 

“Cross the river at the Howards’; 
turn to the recht. and follow adim- 
trail till you come to the ploughed 
ground, which you follow to the top of 
the hill. Follow the round on the west 

ide of a corn fied, avd then a dim 
trail across the prairie to a wire fence. 
After you lenye the wire fence, go up 3 
little bill and down a httie bill, then: 
up another tiil you reach a road lead- 
ing to the right, which angles across 3 
section and leads into a road going 
south to Dr. Read's frame house witha 
wall of sod about i. ‘Through this 
door-yard, and then through some 
corn. Leave the road after driving 
through the corn, and angie to the 
right to the corner of another corn 
tieid. Take the road to the west of this 
corn, and go south, up a dill, then turn 
to the right and follow a piain road 
west, afterward souib, past Mr. Dever's 
homestead, a irame bouse on the right 
with a stone house unrooled, South, 
past a corn field and ploughed land oa 
the right. ‘ihe road turns tothe right, 
toward the west, for a little way, then 
south, then a short distance east, and 
you reach the cuide-post, which is near 
a thrifty-looking farm owned by Mr. 
Bryant; a frame house, corn field, 
wheat stacks, and melon patch. At the 
guide-post take the roud going south, 
with corn ficld on the right, till you 
come to two rond<. Foliow tue right- 
hand road (a dim trail at first} down 
the biil, past some hay-stacks, to the 
Osage-orange bedyve. Fullow that to 
the creek crossing, then turough the 
grove of suntlowers to a sod house. Go- 
through the corn directly west, follow- 
ing the creek to the crossing near our 
house."’
